Oounty P rose cu tor Tseng conducted 
the eaaa for the Mate, and Beauelk was 
defended by James If. TrlmMs. Tbs 
trial began on Monday and waa conclud¬ 
ed Wedneeday evening. The only 
wttneeeee In the oaee were thoee called 
by the proeecution. The defense sub¬ 
mitted no rebuttil evidence, but Mr. 
Trimble made a powerful plea before 
the jury In behalf of hl« client. B&ou- 
atk's oonfeeeloD to the local police 
department was an Important lecture 
of the evidence. 

Referring to thle confession In hie 
addrees, Mr. Trimble, taking up tbe 
paper and shaking It dramatically before 
the jurore, shouted : 

»• I aay that tbe men who witnessed 
it did not understand a word about it. 
It Is a document without any foros, 
without any meaning to anyone, except 
aa Blnm Illuminated it. Tbe defendant 
signed the paper, simply saying that ha 
knew Ita contents. One mao only 
warned the defendant aa to the con¬ 
sequences of tbte ate Lem act, PoNeemeo 
Blum. Think of It, In this question of 
life and death, only this one man, Slam, 
who understands the language of the 
defendant." 

Mr. Trimble made a dteaeotlon of 
Blum’s evidence, which, he eald, was at 
variance with the words of the ooufea- 
alon. 

“That ooofeeslon is Blum’s,” he 
cried. M Blum, the defendant's fellow, 
oountryman, who saw him within the 
danger of the gallows! Blum, who saw 
him rushing on to the gallows, volun¬ 
tarily and determinedly, and Blum, who 
would have you believe that without 
Influence, without flattery and without 
hope of getting a leaa puatahmeot, ha 
made that confession. Delusions or 
falsehoods, which?" 

Referring to tbe part of Recorder 
Cadmus in obtaining the confession, 
Mr. Trimble exclaimed: 

'•I never supposed 1 would live to 
see the day when a magistrate ewora to 
obqy the law wofild take a man accused 
of capital crime and any be might aa 
well take a revolver and blew out bis 
brains. They were not hie words, per¬ 
haps, but they meant that when he said 
Banoalk should make a confession 
because he le guilty." 

Later the lawyer touched upon Banu- 
stk's mental condition ae be said : 

" I aay no man ever confessed to an 
admission of a rim a that would send 
him to the gallows without three rea¬ 
sons, insanity, con Balance and remorse. 
There never wee a mao who oonfeased 
to anything Uut would sand him to tha 
gallows at 25 years of age. with ar ^l d 
mother ettwe la Poland, who wen In a 
auto of sanity. 

“If Banuatk confessed, waa It not 
that be was given reason to hope or 
else was Intimidated? If - Blum'S evi¬ 
dence la true, I ash yon If that la «o 
evidence of dale alon, 1 belle vo the 
statement le ell a lotion of that own's 
brain. Ton are dealing with e mad- 
man's dream. Ton mast decide that 
question before you finally decide this 
ease. If Blum spoke the troth this men 
Is orasy, as be seems to be.**
